NEW RAILROAD BILLS SIGNE& 


Measure* Which War* Put Through 


in a Week Arc New Laws—Xfce New 
Capitol Bill Passed th« Heuee ana* 
Maid Up in tha Senate. 


Harrisburr June «.—The Emery and 


Focht rapid transit bill* passed tnel- 
ly in the house yesterday by a rote of 
1S2 to SL They were taken up by the 
eeaate last night for concurrence in 
the amendments inserted by the house 
corporations committee, were prompt- 
ly passed. 31 to 6, and sent to the gov- 
ernor. The record for quick action on 
legislation baa been broken on those 
measures, they having passed both 
house* In exactly six legislative days 
alter their introduction. 


Governor Stone yesterday signed th« 


•enate bill providing for a submission 
to a Tote of the people at the next gen- 
eral election of a proposed amendment 
to the constitution to substitute voting 
machines for the present system. 


Harrisburg, June 7.—The senate met 


at 8:30 o'clock yesterday morning and 
remained In session only 20 minutes, 
after which adjournment was taken 
until next Monday night. 


The Fox capitol bill passed second 


reading yesterday In the house after It 
had been amended so as to appropri- 
ate S4.000.000 instead of $5,000,000 to 
complete the building. The bill as it 
passed the senate appropriates $5.000,- 
000 and creates a commission of five, 
one of whom shall be a Democrat, to be 
appointed by Governor Stone. The 
house Democrats are opposed to minor- 
ity representation oa the commission, 
and om motion of Mr. Haag, of Bchuyl- 
Idll, the clause providing for appoint- 
ment of a Democrat was stricken out. 


Harrisburg, June «.—A large num- 


per of appropriation bills were report- 
ed In the house yesterday, mainly for 
hospitals. 


By advice of the speaker the house 


dispensed with the consideration of ap- 
propriation bill* requiring a two-thirds 
vote and took up for final passage such 
measures as require only a majority 
vote. The following bills passed final 
ly: Appropriating $260,000 to the state 
normal schools; directing the state 
treasurer to pay the trustees of the 
John Mann trust $255.33, erroneously 
paid the commonwealth; providing 
for the acceptance 
by the com- 


monwealth of the Lackawanna hos- 
pital, of Scranton, to be used as a state 
hospital and appropriating $90,000 foi 
repairing and improving the building.

Dorman Testifies Against Bfddte. 
Pittsburg. June 12.—in the trial of 


John Biadle for the murder of Grocer 
Thomas D. Kahney, v.-hic-h was later 
followed by the killing of Detective 
Fitzgerald. Waiter Dormaii, one of ths 
accused, who pleaded guilty Monday, 
was placed on the stand yesterday by 
the prosecution and detailed the story 
of the crime. He told of the trip tc 
Mt. Washington for the purpose of rob- 
bery, how an entrance had been forced 
Into Kahney's home and of the killing 
of the latter. He said he dd not see 
the flash of the gun, but saw John Bid- 
die with his arm pointed toward the 
door holding a revolver. As soon as 
the shot was fired John Biddle, Edward 
Biddle and the witness fled. The testi- 
mony was the sensation of the day. 


Singular Death by Lightning. 


Pittsburg, June 12.—A terrific elec- 


trical storm, accompanied by a high 
wind and heavy rain, passed over this 
section last evening, doiug much dam- 
age to property and causing at least 
one death. At Homestead Francis 
Morris, aged 17 years, and his sister, 
Minnie, aged 14, were in the yard of 
their uncle's home. The house was 
struck by lightning, and the current 
took its course along a wire clothes- 
line reaching from the house to a fence 
80 feet distant, where young Morris 
was standing. The boy was instantly 
killed and his sister badly shocked and 
hurt by falling bricks. 


Highway Robbery in New York. 


New York. June 12.—A man who told 


the police he was George Adams, a 
salesman, but later said he was Louis 
Hays, a son of Simon Hays, a real es- 
tate dealer, was arrested yesterday ac- 
cused of assaulting aad attempting to 
rob George F. Mellert, a bank messen- 
ger. The alleged assault took place 
on a stairway in the Twelfth Ward 
bank building. Mellert had in his pos- 
session $2.000 in bills and $100 in 
quarters. He says he was struck on 
the head with a bar of iron and that 
the bag of silver was taken from him. 
The money was recovered. 


Millions For Life Insurance. 


New York, June 12.—The Insurance 


Press of New York publishes statistics 
which it has compiled from returns 
made to It by life insurance companies 
showing 
the 
amounts distributed 


through the medium of life insurance 
in the year 1900 in more than 6.200 
cities and towns of the United States 
and Canada. The gross payments in 
that period is stated to have been not 
less than $273,590.876. It appears that 
167 cities received more than $100,000 
each and 19 cities received more than 
$1,000,000 each.

Terrible Disaster in the Pittsburg 


Coal Company's Mines. 


TWO OTHERS WILL PROBABLY DIE 


Of the Dead Twelve Were Men Who 


Went to the Rescue of Their Impris- 
oned Fellows—Nearly All of the Kill- 
ed Leave Families. 
Port Royal, Pa.. June 12.—As a re- 


eult of Monday night's explosion in the 
Port Royal mines of the Pittsburg 
Coal company 16 are dead, seven in- 
jured and thousands of dollars' worth 
of property destroyed. The official list 
of dead, nearly all of whom leave fam- 
ilies, follows: 


The dead recovered: William Mc- 


Cune. superintendent of the company's 
mines along the B. and O. railroad; 
Taylor Gunsaulus, Sr., loader; Fritz 
Kruger. 


Those still entombed in the mine 


and known for a certainty to be dead: 
William F. Allison, assistant superin- 
tendent of mines; Dennis Wardley, 
foreman mine No. 1; John Keck, fore- 
man Darr mine; Michael Roy, fore- 
man Euclid mines; Taylor Gunsaulus, 
Jr., son of man taken from mine; John 
Canto, machine boss Darr mine; Sam- 
uel Hadley. assistant foreman mine 
No. 2; Peter Marchando, boss driver 
mine No. 1; John Stickle, pipeman No. 
3 mine: Jerry Daly, Bernard Ball. John 
Peeples, David James. 


Harry Beveridge and Arthur Smith 


cannot live. Twelve of the dead were 
men who went into the mine as rescu- 
ers. What caused the explosion and 
loss of life is something the mine in- 
spectors are trying to find out. The 
officials of the coal company declare 
that none but regulation mine lamps 
were used, while others are of the 
opinion that one of the men carelessly 
lit a match, which ignited the gas and 
caused one of the greatest mine catas- 
trophes in the history of Westmore- 
land county. 


It was ascertained yesterday that for 


several weeks men have been at work 
In mine No. 2, where the first explo- 
sion happened, erecting cribbing be- 
tween entry No. 9 and entry No. 21. 
Much of the cribbing had been placed 
in position and it was while doing this 
work Monday afternoon that Peeples. 
Davenport, Stickle and Daly met death 


The explosion was a terrific one, and 


for fully three hours after it happened 
no one entered the shaft- 


The situation here yesterday again 


reached a climax when Mine Inspector 
Bernard Callahen. accompanied by 
seven men, descended the shaft and 
started upon an investigating tour oi 
the mine. The men gave the signal tc 
be lowered down at 9:04--o'clock, and 
about an hour afterward a terrific re- 
port was heard. It was another explo- 
sion, and grave fears were entertained 
for the party. The experience of the 
men was told by Callahen. Ke said 
the escape of the party was a miracle, 
and detailed their expenience. 
He 


said further: 


"I never had been in a mine in the 


condition that this one is. I am nearly 
exhausted from swallowing so much 
afterdamp. My lungs are like coals oi 
fire. There is no hope of saving any 
person in the mine, and it may be a 
year before the bodies are removed. It 
will take two days to fill the mine with 
water and 12 months to pump it out: 
again." 


DEATH OF GOVERNOR SAMFORO. 


Had Been III Since Before His Inaug- 


uration Last December. 


Tuscaloosa. Ala., June 12.—William 


J. Samford, governor of Alabama, died 
last night in this place, where he has 
been ill for some time. Disease of the 
heart was the cause of death. 


Governor Samford has been In Tus- 


caloosa several weeks, having come 
here to attend a meeting of the trus- 
tees of the State university. He had 
been ill since before his inauguration 
as governor, but it was believed that 
immediate danger of death was past. 
While in Tuscaloosa. however, his ill- 
ness returned with renewed violence, 
and he became so dangerously sick 
that the physicians feared to remove 
him to Montgomery. 


Governor Samford was about 56 


years of age. and was a native of Ala- 
bama. He had served in the state sen- 
ate and in congress, was a member of 
the constitutional convention of 1875, 
and held other important public of- 
fices. He was elected governor in Au- 
gust of last year, and was inaugurated 
Dec. 10 last. 


Kon. W. D. Jenks. president of the 


state senate, will succeed him as gov- 
ernor.

SIR WALTER BESANT DEAD. 


The Noted English Novelist Was a 


Victim of Influenza. 


London, June 11.—Sir Walter Be- 


sant, the novelist, died Sunday at his 
residence in Uempstead, after a fort- 
night's illness from Influenza, aged 63. 


Sir Walter's latest novel, "The Lady 


of Lynn," has been extensively read in 
this country, his reputation as a nov- 
elist having been established by his 
earlier works. He was born at Ports- 
mouth, and educated at King's college, 
Cambridge. His father wanted him for 
the ministry, but he escaped the 
"cloth" by accepting a mathematics 
professorship in the Royal College of 
Mauritius. Ill health forced him to 
give this place up when he was 30 
years old. and he returned to England 
and adopted the literary nrofassioa.

Liquid Air Man* s. 


A Paris correspondent says that M. 


D'Arsonval gave a successful demon- 
stration at the Museum of Natural 
History of the qualities of liquefied 
»ir. By eaoruious pressure he reached 
a temperature of miuus ISO centigrade. 
The liquified air was contained in a 
double-sided silver-covered bottle, and 
did not evaporate. Experiments with 
India rubber bottles snowed that thej 
became as hard aiid brittle as j^lass. 
The rubber could be pulverized, but 
became elastic again when the air was 
evaporated. 


M. D'Arsonval showed a beefsteak 


dipped in liquefied air, and then let it 
fall on the floor, when it sounded like 
a stone and broke in pieces. It was 
eventually reduced to a pink powder 
easy to masticate and assimilate, like- 
ly to be of important service to hos- 
pitals. Ice dipped in liquefied air cut 
class like a uiamoiid. mercury became 
bard as antimony. Metals, especially 
steel, had their qualities 
increased 


tenfold by the application c-f liquefied 
air. 
Conducting wires could be re- 


duced to a hair's breadth in thickness 
and remain as strong as enormous 
cables. 


Liquefied air cannot, however, do 


anything to preserve meat, as :t is in 
no way antiseptic- and will not kill 
microbes. 
Moreover, it i? now live
